HE IS AT A LOSS TO UNDERSTAND IT. 


Officers Urge That Minnesota Regi- 
ment Be Ordered Home—Otis Says 
That Proposed Reenforcements 

Will Be Sufficient. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 21.—Gov. Lind 
received the following cablegram from 
Manila shortly after one o’clock Thurs- 
day morning: 


“Lind, St. Paul: The regiment must be 
ordered home and mustered out of the 
service at once.

‘Gov. Lind stated after the receipt of’| * 


the cablegram that he was wholly un- 
advised as to what the exigencies of the 
moment might be at Manila, and he was 
very much in the dark as to the real 
significance of the message. It camein 
cipher and unsolicited and was not in 
answer to any inquiry made by the gov- 
ernor. He further stated that the terms 
of the message were as unintelligible 
to him as they would be to the public. 
Gov. Lind said that he hoped that

Will Be Sufficient. 

Washington, April 21.—Secretary Al- 
ger has received a reply from Gen. Otis 
to his inquiry of Wednesday as to 
whether the reenforcements proposed 
to be sent to him to relieve the volun- 
teers would be sufficient for the pur- 
poses of the campaign. Gen. Otis re- 
plies in the affirmative, the estimate of 
30,000 men to constitute the army agree- 
ing with his own calculations. The pro- 
gramme for the movement of the regu- 
lars out to Manila and of the volunteers 
homeward, therefore, will be carried 
out according to Gen. Otis’ statement 
contained in his dispatch of Wednes- 
day. 

Gen. Otis adds to his message the 
hopeful remark that he expects very 
shortly to be able to report a decided 
improvement in the situation in the 
Pepp ee 

Spanish Evacuation. 

Manila, April 21.—Spain's evacuation 
of the Philippine islands will be prac- 
tically completed by the withdrawal of 
the Spanish garrison from Zamboanga, 
island of Mindanao, and from the Sulu 
islands, and if the United States as- 
sumes control of Mindanao and the 
Sulu islands on the Spaniard’s with- 
drawing, the military authorities here 
must, in order to garrison these islands, 
diminish the forces of American troops, 
which are already too small. 

There was almost mutiny among the 
Spanish troops in the islands because 
they were ordered to proceed to the La- 
drone islands and the Caroline islands, 
some of them refusing to do so, claim- 
ing that their enlistments had expired. 
The latter were exempted and were al- 
lowed to return to Spain on board the 
transport Alava. 

The native troops in the Spanish gar- 
rison are inasad plight. They must ac- 
company the Spaniards or risk the ven- 
geance of their compatriots. The Span- 
iards propose to disband them, but they 
refuse to give up their arms. 

Exchange of Prisoners. 

A tripartite exchange of prisoners 
will be arranged if it is possible to ne- 
gotiate with the Filipinos as if they 
were a civilized nation. If the Filipi- 
nos consent to release the Spanish pris- 
oners the Americans might release the 
Tagalos they hold prisoners, in return 
for which Spain would free her political 
prisoners. The provisions of the Paris 
treaty would thus be carried out. The 
Spanish commission, however, hesitates 
to enter the Fila mo lines, fearing 
treachery, although Aguinaldo has 
guaranteed the safety of the commis- 
sioners. The release of the Filipinos 
held by the Americans might be dis- 
tinctly advantageous, as they all claim 
to have been converted to the American 
cause by the good treatment they have 
received and announce themselves to be 
anxious to influence their friends in 
favor of the policy of the United States. 

Rebels Driven Back. 

A scouting party of the Minnesota 
regiment, near Guiguinto, between Ma- 
lolos and Bigaa, met a superior force of 
Filipinos Thursday morning. The 
Americans repulsed the enemy’s at- 
tack until, just as their ammunition 
was failing, the Minnesotas were rein- 
forced by two companies of American 
troops and the rebels were scattered.

Will Be Sufficient. 

Washington, April 21.—Secretary Al- 
ger has received a reply from Gen. Otis 
to his inquiry of Wednesday as to 
whether the reenforcements proposed 
to be sent to him to relieve the volun- 
teers would be sufficient for the pur- 
poses of the campaign. Gen. Otis re- 
plies in the affirmative, the estimate of 
30,000 men to constitute the army agree- 
ing with his own calculations. The pro- 


gramme for the movement of the regu- 


lars out to Manila and of the volunteers 
homeward, therefore, will be carried 
out according to Gen. Otis’ statement 
contained in his dispatch of Wednes- 
day. : 

Gen. Otis adds to his message the 
hopeful remark that ‘he expects very 
shortly to be able to report a decided 
improvement in the situation in the 
Philippines. 

Spanish Evacuation. 

Manila, April 21.—Spain’s evacuation 
of the Philippine islands will be prac- 
tically completed by the withdrawal of 
the Spanish garrison from Zamboanga, 
island of Mindanao, and from the Sulu 
islands, and if the United States as- 
sumes control of Mindanao and the 
Sulu islands on the Spaniard’s with- 
drawing, the military authorities here 
must, in order to garrison these islands, 
diminish the forces of American troops, 
which are already too small. 

There was almost mutiny among the 
Spanish troops in the islands because 
they were ordered to proceed to the La- 
drone islands and the Caroline islands, 
some of them refusing to do so, claim- 
ing that their enlistments had expired. 
The latter were exempted and were al- 
lowed to return to Spain on board the 
transport Alava. 

‘The native troops in the Spanish gar- 
rison are in a sad plight. They must ac- 
company the Spaniards or risk the ven- 
geance of their compatriots. The Span- 
iards propose to disband them, but they 
refuse to give up their arms. 

Exchange of Prisoners. 

A tripartite exchange of prisoners 
will be arranged if it is possible to ne- 
gotiate with the Filipinos as if they 
were a civilized nation. If the Filipi- 
nos consent to release the Spanish pris- 
oners the Americans might release the 
Tagalos they hold prisoners, in return 
for which Spain would free her political 
prisoners. The provisions of the Paris 
treaty would thus be carried out. The 
Spanish commission, however, hesitates 
to enter the Filipino lines, fearing 
treachery, although Aguinaldo has 
guaranteed the safety of the commis- 
sioners. The release of the Filipinos 
held by the Americans might be dis- 
tinctly advantageous, as they all claim 
to have been converted to the American 
cause by the good treatment they have 
received and announce themselves to be 
anxious to influence their friends in 
favor of the policy of the United States. 

Rebels Driven Back. 

A scouting party of the Minnesota 
regiment, near Guiguinto, between Ma- 
lolos and Bigaa, met a superior force of 
Filipinos Thursday morning. The 
Americans repulsed the enemy’s at- 
tack until, just as their ammunition 
was failing, the Minnesotas were rein- 
forced by two companies of American 
troops and the rebels were scattered. 
One soldier of the Minnesota regiment 
was wounded. 


A body of about 100 rebels tried to f 


break through the lines of Price’s bat- 
talion of the Fourth regiment at Pasig 
Wednesday night, but they were re- 
pulsed without any loss on the Ameri- 
can side. : 
As a Last Resort. 

Washington, April 21.—It is stated 
positively at the war department that 
the provisional army of 35,000 volun- 
teers authorized by the law will ‘be 
ealled out only as a last resort. No 
such action is now in contemplation, 
and it will be avoided as long as pos- 
sible. The hope is expressed that there 
will be no necessity for an increase of 
the army beyond the present limit of 
65,000, and army officials are confident 
of their ability to subjugate the Fili- 
pinos with the troops now in the field 
and the reenforcements to be sent there 
from the regular army. 

To Return in Order of Their Going. 

Washingten, April 21. — The volun- 
teers in'the Philippines will return 
home in the order in which they sailed 
for Manila. The date on which each 
troop sailed is as follows: 

May 25, First California, Second Oregon 
and detachment California artillery. June 
25, A and B, Utah artillery, Tenth Penn- 
sylvania, First Colorado and First Nebras- 
ka. June 29, First North Daketa, Thir- 
teenth Minnesota, First Idaho and First 
Wyoming. July 19, First Montana. July 
23, First South Dakota. October 19, First 
Washington. October 27, Twentieth Kan-

It Is Causing Much Inconvenience 
In Nebraska, Iowa and the 
Dakotas. 


Omaha, Neb., April 21.—The river is | 
still rising at this point and is now with- 


in 1% feet of the danger line. The low 
lands on both sides of the river are par- 
tially under water now. Some houses 
in the northeast part of the city are at 
present surrounded by backwater and 
another foot will flood a large number, 
though it will require a much greater 
rise to reach any of the manufacturing 
industries or large warehouses. ‘The 
tracks of the Omaha Bridge & Terminal 
company in East Omaha are under wa- 
ter in places. The water is up to the 
newly-made grade of the Illinois Cen- 
tral on the Iowa side, but no damage is 
reported as yet.

The Sioux and Floyd 
rivers are bank full and dead animals 
floating in the current indicate loss of 
live stock. 

At Pierre the river is practically on a 
stand, registering 15 feet. The North- 
western has repaired the break in its 
tracks at Rousseau and trains are moy- 
ing again.

ERNEST P. COOK SPEAKS 
ON THE ARMORY QUESTION, 


Editor Evening imes: 

In simple justice to myself, I feel that 
a statement of my position in regard to 
the controversy con'cerning the armory 
should be placed before the public. 

The statements that appeared ïn last 
night’s paper were in many respects in- 
correct. In 1896 I leased the building to 
the Ann Arbor Light Infantry, Co. A, 
Michigan National Guard, with Ross 
Granger ais captain, with the under- 
standing that the state would be re- 
sponsible for the rent, as there was a 
state allowance of $400 per annum for 
armory rent and expenses. In April, 
1898, the troops were called to Island 
Lake. After that the question came up 
whether or not the state would continue 
the allowance, and Mr. Hiscock advised 
me. to write the quartermas ter-general 
about it. I did this, and the general 
wrote me that the military board would 
act upon it... Later I received notice 
from him that the rent would be forth- 
toming from the state, as usual, till 
July ist, 1898. On December 31st, 1898, 
H received from the quartermaster-gen- 
éral a letter containing voulchers for the 
rent up to Jan. ist, 1899, together with 
the statement that no more rent would 
be forthcoming after that date as ‘‘the 
National Guard does not, in fact, ex- 
ist,” and that they had paid the rent 
and allowance for nearly a year, not- 
withstanding the fact that there was no 
company in the city, 

In January, when the military board 
of this city were notified concerning this 
letter, they ‘held a meeting and decided 


that as the state would grant the al- 


lowance no longer and they were un- 
willing to assume the rent themselves, 
that they would move out and give me 
possession. This they did, practically 
throwing up the lease. 

I then, at the expense of several hun- 
dred dollars, altered the building over 
and established my business therein. 
This is all that I have to look to for 
the support of my family. After all the 
expense and trouble the military board 
request me to step down and out, and 
again give them possession of the build- 
ing, that they may fit it up for the boys 
This I 
feel I cannot do, a's there is still an in- 
debtedne'ss on the building which, with

At 6 o'clock this morning: three com- 
panies of the South Dakota regiment 
marched from Bocave and, in conjunc- 


tion with three companies.of the Min-> 


nesota regiment, from Guigtinto, north 
of Bocave, encountered a rebel force 
numbering fully 500 men, when two 
miles out. : 

The enemy retired three miles in fair- 
ly good order, in spite of the fact that 
the rebels suffered heavy losses, The 
Americans, having exhausted their am- 
munition, were compelled to return to 


> their camps. 


The heat is intense. At noon. the 


thermometers registered 95 degrees and 


the mercury was still rising. There 
were several prostrations from the heat 
among the troops, but only, one man 
was wounded. Later the army tugs 
opened fire on the enemy along the 
river banks. 

The rebels are unusually active west 
ofMalolos, as far as Calumpit. They 
have been busily at work on -their 
trenches and several new trenches have 
been discovered within-two miles of 
the railroad. Fires are aes east of 
the railroaid, and it would appear that 


the rebels are evacuating ie foothill 
toiwns, in anticipation of an attack upon 
the part of the American troops.

ILL DELAY 
MUSTERING OUT. 


MEN OF THE 3ST HAD A VERY 
BUSY NIGHT, 


A LIGHTER WENT DOWN AND 


RECORDS DESTROYED. 


QUARANTINE STATION, SAVAN- 
NAH, Ga, April 20.—There was all 
kinds of excitement on board the Thom- 
as at 9:30 o’clock last night. All day 
yesterday the men were kept busy un- 
loading the transport and sorting out 
the commissary stores and loading they 
on a lighter so that they could be trans- 
ported to Danfuskie island by night. 
Ten days’ rations for the entire regi- 
ment and the cooking utensils, some of 
the company field.desks containing’ the 


company books and records were 
aboard the lighter. 
Shortly after tapsi were sounded, 


Capt. Kyle, the officer of the day, went 
io post a guard on the lighter and found. 
it to be sinking’ raipidly. He gave the 
alarm at once, and all the officers, to- 
gether with half of the men, came tum- 
bling out of their bunks and made a 
wild rush for the sinking: lighter to save 
the rations, as they twere all the regi- 
ment had, when the boat was discovered 
under water; it was raining hard, the 
wind was blowing a wale and the sea 
was running high. 

Quartermaster Rogers and about 20 
men rushed on board with the water 
up to their waists and began to throw 
the rations on the dock with a rapidity 
that was amazing. <All this time the 
rain was coming down as though the 
heavens had burst, and the sea was 
washing a great deal of the ratiuvns 
away. | 

‘The Thomas’ searchligh'ts were turned 
on the sinking boats, and its lifeboats 
were lowered and sent in search of the 
floating field desks and mess chests. 
Every few minutes one of these were 
fished out of the drink and Tand2d on a. 
scow. Several of the enlisted men had 
narrow escapes from being washed 
overboard. 

After working about*’an hour We ra- 
tions were got off the sinking boat and 
the men who ‘helped were wet to the 
skin. They were taken to the engine 
room of the boat, where they were 
stripped and rubbed down, and each 


cgiven a dose of quinine to prevent them 


from catching cold. The companies 
who had their field desks and company 
Yecords on the ligh'ter found them in a 
deplorable condition, some of them be- 
ing so badly destroyed that they will 
have to be made out again. This will 
delay the mustering out of the regi- 
ment a few days, as the records will 
have to be recopied. 

The fact that the regilment has been 
ordered mustered out at Augusta is 
displeasing to the officers and men, as 
it will cut a good piece oùt of their 
travel pay. Col. Gardener changed so 
that the regiment will be mustered out 
at Savannah. Somle of the officers say 
that this was done because Savannah 
is farther. south than Augusta; and it 
will be considerably warmer there than 
in Augusta, 

CAMP OF DETENTION, SAVAN- 
NAH, Gas, April 20.—The last batallion 


of the 31st regiment passed through the 


fumigating process at the quarantine 
station at miidniight last night, and two 
hours..later arrived at the -detention 
camp on Danfuskie island. : T'he horses 
anid rations were brought to the island 
yesterday afternoon, but when Col. Gar- 
dener arrived about 9 o'clock he Cis- 
covered that nearly all the canteen 
goods and some of the rations had been 
stolen off the second lighter. A search 
was made through the companies al- 
ready here for the stolen goods, but it 
did not result in finding any trace of 
them. Last night and this morning 
the men had barely enough to eat, but 
now the new commissary is going and 
the mien will fare a little eee while 
they are here. 

The quarantine isi pronounced a farce 
by a numiber of the officers. The men 


‘were marched up to a vacant space, 


where they sorted out the clothing in 
their baggage, whiich was put in a 
large steamer and steamed. The rest 
of their belongings was dipped in a 
solution. The clothing and everything 
a person could get on his body was 
not touched. As a consequence the 
boys piled everything on their backs 
they could, until they looked as though 
they intended to represent a fat man 
at a masquerade. ~ 

This island is about as desolate a 


| place as ican ble found. Our tents and 


cots were all taken away from us and 
others were promised here, but we 
found a lot of old, worn-out tents and 
the cots nearly all broken. Many of the 
boys had to sleep on’ the ground last 
night because ey. could not find a cot.

ERNEST P, COOK SPEAKS — 
ON THE ARMORY QUESTION. 


Editor Evening Times: 
In simple justice to myself, I feel that 


a statement of my position in regard to 


the controversy concerning the armory 
should be placed before the public. 

The statements that appeared in last 
night’s paper were in many respects in- 
correct. In 1896 I leased the building to 
the Ann Arbor Light Infantry, Co. A, 
Michigan National Guard, with Ross 
Granger ais ‘captain, with the under- 
standing that the state would be re- 
sponsible for the rent, as there was a 
state allowance of $400 per annum for 
armory rent and expenses. In April, 
1898, the troops were called to Island 
Lake. After that the question came up 
whether or not the state would continue 
the allowance, and Mr. Hiscock advised 
me. to write ‘the quartermaster-general 
about it. I did this, and the general 
wrote me that the military board would 
act upon it. Later I received notice 
from him that the rent would be forth- 
toming from the state, as usual, till 
July ist, 1898. On December 3ist, 1898, 
{ received from the quartermiaster-gen- 
éral a letter containing vouchers for the 
rent up to Jan. Ist, 1899, together with 
the statement that no more rent would 
be forthcoming after that date as ‘‘the 
National Guard does not, in fact, ex- 
ist,” anid that they had paid the rent 
and allowance for nearly a year, not- 
withstanding the fact that there was no 
comipany in the city. 

In January, when the military board 
of this city were notified concerning this 
letter, they held a meeting and decided 
that as the state would grant the al- 
lowance no longer and they were un- 
willing to assume the rent themselves, 
that they would move out and give me 
possession. This they did, practically 
throwing up the lease. 

I then, at the expense of several hun- 
dred dollars, altered the building over 
and established my business therein. 
This is all that I have to look to for 
the support of my family. After all the 
expense and trouble the military board 
request me to step down and out, and 
again give them possession of the build- 
ing, that they may fit it up for the boys 
This I 
feel I cannot do, as. there is still an in- 
debtedness on the building which, with 


payment of land rental and other ex- | 


penses, is more than I can meet with 
the sum of $400-rent from building after 
my business is taken from me. Whiie 
I am in no way to blame, I am sorry 
this has happened, and am willing to 
do all that one in my circumstances can 
do for the boys. But my last proposi- 
tion, which I made to the board, which 
was to sell them the building, is the 
best that I can do. The city needs such 
a building, and it would be cheaper for 
them to buy it than to pay the rental 
of $400 per annum.

She was 
present at Milwaukee anid spoke of the 
relation of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian association to home life. She said 
that there has been a revolution in 
home life, and no longer do young girls 
learn from their mother's what is neces- 
sary to know to manage a household 
well. Still young women are constantly 
taking up the responsibility of house- 
hold cares—fresh from college or thea 


office or the store or the factory—and it 
is no wonder that there are not the 
happy homes there should be. One of 


the prominent features of the associa- 
tion work should be to give girls this 
training. “Domestic science,’ Miss 
Kinne asserts, is ‘“‘domeStic sense,” and 
not only includes how to cook in the 
best way but what are the best things 
to cook nad how to care for every room 
in the house, and how not to mop a floor 
or scrub a table, and how to sew. 

Great results were reported of 
work of trained teachers throughout 
New York state, It was so encouraging 
that possibly Michigan may have a 
similar teacher next year. 

Another attractive feature in the con- 
vention was that of Miss Ruth Rouse, 
an English girl, who has a delightful 
personality and spoke with a cultured 
English accent. For the past few years 
She has travelled through the colleges 
of thle United States in the interests of 
the Young Women’s Christian associa- 
tion. This fall she is to leave for India 
to do a similar work there. 

The association work iis to be found 
in 37 counties. In Germany the work 
has come to the notice of the Emperor 
William and he gives 5,000 marks a year 
In America there 
are 61 associations and 315 college asso- 
ciations.

Still young women are constantly 
taking up the responsibility of house- 
hold cares—fresh from college or the 
office or the store or the factory—and it 
is no wonder that there are. not the 
happy homes there should be. One of 
the prominent features of the associa- 
tion work should be to give girls this 
training. “Domestice science,” Miss 
Kinne asserts, is ‘domestic sense,” and 


best way but what are the best things 
to cook nad how to care for every room 
in the house, and how not to mop a floor 
or scrub a table, and how to sew. 

Great results were reported of. the 
work of trained teachers throughout 
New York state, It was so encouraging 
that possibly Michigan 
similar teacher next year.

OUR REVENUES. 


They Show an Increase for the Nine 
Months of the Fiscal Year of 
Over $77,700,000. 


Washington, April 21.—The monthly 
statement of the collections of internal 
revenue shows that during the month 
of March, 1899, the ‘total recgipts were | 


$22,738,447, an increase over March, | 
1898, of $9,491,340. Among the special 
and miscellaneous taxes are the follow- 
ing items: Bankers, $16,284; brokers 
in stocks and bonds, $11,573; circuses, 
theaters, ete., $3,370; filled cheece, $2,- 
261; excise taxes on gross receipts, $56,- 
425; legacies, $112,582; documentary 
and proprietary stamps, $3,892,100; 
playing cards, $30,301. For the nine 
months of the present fiscal year the 
total receipts were $201,522,141, an in- 
crease over the corresponding period 
of last year of $77,790,409. :
